(i>) they are Imported chiefly for the 
purpose of encouraging the pub¬ 
lic to visit the country of des¬ 
patch inter alia to attend cultural, 
tounstic sporting, religious or 
professionsJ meetings or de¬ 
monstrations held in that coun¬ 
try ; 

(c) they are despatched either by 
an official tounst apmey or by a 
national tourist publicity agency 
affiliated therewith and proof, 
thereof is furnished by present¬ 
ing to the Customs authorities 
a declaration made out in accor¬ 
dance with the model in the an- 
nexure hereto ; 

(d) they are imported for and on the
